When the board adjourned last 
hight more than 1700 registrants 
ready to serve were on the bewks in 
addition to a large number who had 
failed to answer the summons from 
their ward chairmen and were thus 
automatically drafted into the army.

Wisconsin Senator Declares Rich 
Should Sear Greatest Bur- 
den of Conflict. 


TALKS OF A BREAD LINE 
Suggests That Wage Earner Has 
All That He Can Bear in 
High Cost of Living. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Con- 
scription of wealth to pay for the 
war was urged in the Senate today 
by Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, 
in presenting the minority plans of 
the Finance Committee for higher 
rates in the war tax bill on war prof- 
its and incomes. He suggested in- 
creasing the $2,006,000,000 bill to 
more than $3,500,000,000 by such in- 
creases, with elimination of con- 
sumption taxes. He also urged that 
fewer bonds and more taxes be au- 
thorized. 

The Wisconsin Senator declared 
governments were demanding war. 
while their peoples were:asking for 
peace and contended that 85 per cent 
of the men drafted were protesting. 
Large bond issues desired by wealthy 
interests, he contended, inflate 
prices and increase the present high 
¢ost of living, which, he asserted, al- 
ready imposes a 50 to 100 per cent 
war burden upon the masses. The 
Liberty loan, he said, was made pos- 
sible by an ‘iron hand within a kid 
glove” and_ persistent advertising 
methods. 

Next Year’s War Expense Higher. 

The pending bill, La Follettet stat- 
ed, provides by taxes 17 per cent of 
this year’s war.expense, while Great 
Britain imposes 26 per cent. Next 
year’s war expenses, he predicted, 
reach $30,000,000,000 or $40,- 
000,000,000, and he urged that huge 
war profits and incomes of wealthy 
persons, by higher surtaxes, be made 
to bear the burden of the war. 

Urging a larger proportion of 
taxes, the Wisconsin Senator said: 
“It is a part of the history of all. 
great wars that wealth has demanded 
the minimum of taxation and the 
maximum of loans, while the poorer 
classes have desired the maximum of 
taxation and the minimum of loans 
and this. difference is accentuated 
now since war profits and exsessive 
incomes are being forced by taxation 
to contribute some portion of the 
revenues which war makes it neces- 
sary to raise. 

“Wealth has never yet sacrificed it- 
self on the altar of patriotism in any 
war. On the contrary, it has ever 
shown itself eager to take advantage 
of the misfortunes which war always 
brings to the masses of the people. 
That has been true of every war we 
have had and it is certainly true of 
the present war. 

“It may be argued that the poor 
equally with the rich will have the 
opportunity to purchase war bonds. 
It is small comfort to have the op- 
if vou 
have little or no money to invest. in 
bonds. The late ‘Liberty loan’ is a 
g00d example of bonds sold to the 
poor or those of limited means. 


Says Rich Will Get Bonds. 


“We all know that these bonds 
were a poor investment to the man 
of small means in comparison with 
the advantages which the owners of 
large incomes could secure from in- 
vesting millions of their taxable in- 
eomes in these nontaxable bonds. 
The result is that these bonds will 
soon find their way wholly into the 
hands of the wealthy. This is not all. 
Paving fur a war mainly by selling 
bonds inevitably forces inflation. In- 
flation raises prices, greatly incresas- 
ing the cost of living to the masses. 

“We are counselled by the highest 
economic authority, we are admon- 
ished by all history, we are com- 
manded by every consideration of 
justice to the American boys who 
are marked for slaughter, to the 
American homes already in the

HOUSEHOLDERS SUFFER 


Company President Says Small 
Consumer Is Made-to Yield the 
Big Profits. 


F. W. Kleine, coal operator of 20 
years’ experience, and president of 
the recently organized St. Clair Coal 
Mining Co., testifying before Special 
Supreme Court Commissioner Lilly 
at the State coal inquiry at the Plan- 
ters Hotel today, said his company 
recently made a contract to furnish 
food standard coal to the City of St. 
Louis at $1.90 a ton at the mine and 
that it would make a good profit at 
that price. 

Other witnesses had told how coal 
dealers and operators had tried to 
hold up St. Louis by doubling and 
trebling last year’s prices. 

Kleine, who also is a stockholder 
in the Breese-Trenton Coal and Min- 
ing Co., said the St. Clair company 

was formed for the special purpose 
of selling coal to the city. 

55 Cents a Ton Profit. 

“The coal which we will furnish to 
St. Louis at $1.90 # ton may cost us 
as high as $1.35 a ton to mine and we 
will still make a good pronc,” he 
sail. ‘‘The cost will include interest 
on our $200,000 investrient in the 
business. 

‘The price of $2.75 a ton “o the city 
and to dealers and -of $3.50 a ton to 
domestic consumers, as has been de. 
manded by the operators, means a 
profit of 200 to 400 per cent. 

“There is no reason why Carter- 
ville coal should be sold at $6 a ton. 
I know all the conditions in the coal 
 Duainess and when I agreed to take 
$1.90 a ton from the city I had no 
fear that I would. not make a good 
profit.”’ 

Says 75 Cents a Ton Is Fair. 

Kleine said the Mount Olive and 
Stauntoh Coal Co., which is selling 
its product at $4.50, is operating at 
practically the same cost as his com- 
pany and has no special difficulties 
to contend with in mining its output. 
“Fifty to 75 cents a ton is a fair pro- 
fit,” he said, ‘‘and last year many 
operators were glad to get 10 to 15 
cents a ton profit. Those who are 
now receiving $2.75 a ton are mak- 
ing a profit of about $1.30 a ton.” 

G. H. Donnewald, formerly of the 
Kerens-Donnewald Coal Co., testified 
that a mine owned by that company 
at Worden, Ill., was sold to the Mc- 
Kinley interurban system in 1907.

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GERMANS IN ST. LOUIS

German subjects living in St, Louis, 
who want to become citizens of the 
United States even while this coun- 
try is at war with their native land, 
will meet at the Central Y. M. C, A. 
tonight to petition Congress to pass 
a law authorizing the naturalization 
of all Germans who had taken out 
their first papers or declared their 
intention of becoming citizens before 
war was declared between the United 
States and Germany. 

Such a bill is pending before Con- 
gress. If it is passed it will natural- 
ize all German subjects whose peti- 
tions are pending in the United 
States District Court. 

The movement for the St. Louis 
meeting was started by Harry ter 
Brank*’~industrial secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A., who sent out 200 let- 
ters to Germans who had taken out 
their first papers. He has received 
150 answers approving the plan and 
expressing loyalty.

Catholics alone. 

Germans high in rank in tie Gov- 
ernment often told me that no part 
of conquered Poland would ever nse 
incorporated in Prussia or the em- 
pire, because it was not desirable te 
add to the Roman Catholic popula- 
tion; that they had troubles enougn 
with the Catholics now in Germany 
and had no desire to add-to their 
numbers. This and the desire to 
lure the Poles into the creation of 
a national army which could be 
utilized by the German machine were 
the reasons for the creation by 
Germany (with the assent of Aus- 
tria) of the new country of Poland. 

This Catholic party is the result 
in Germany of the Kulturkampf or 
war for civilization, as it wus called 
by Bismarck, a contest dating from 
1870 between the State in Germany 
and the Roman Catholic Church. 
Prussia has always been the cen- 
ter of Protestanism in Germany, al- 
though there are many Roman Cath- 
olics in the Rhine Provinces of 
Prussia; and in that part of Prussia 
inhabited principally by Voles, or- 
iginally part of the Kingdom of Po- 
land. 

Baden and Bavaria, the two prin- 
cipal South German States, and 
others are Catholic. In 1870 on the 
withdrawal of the French garrison 
from Rome, the temporal power of 
the Pope ended, and Bismarck, 
though appealed to by Catholics, 
took no interest in the defense of 
the papacy. The conflict »etween 
the Roman Catholics and tne Gov. 
ernment in Germany was precipitat- 
ed by the promulgation by the Vati- | 
can Council in 1870 of the dogma of 
the infallibility of the Pope. 

A certain number of German pas- 
tors and Bishops refused to sub- 
scribe to the new dogma. In the 
conflict that ensued these pastors 
and Bishops were backed by the Gov- 
ernment. The religious orders were 
suppressed, civil marriage made com- 
pulsory and the State assumed new 
powers not only inethe appointment 
but even in the edycation of the 
Catholic priests. The Jesuits were 
expelled from Germany in 1872. 
These measures, generally known az 
the May laws, because passed in 
May, 1873, 1874 and 1875, led to the 
creation and strengthening of the 
Centrum or Catholic party. Fer a 
long period many churches were va- 
cant in Prussia. Finally, owing to 
the growth of the Centrum, Bismarck 
gave in. The May laws were rescind- 
ed in 1886 and the religious orders, 
the Jesuits excepted, were permitted 
to return in 1887. Ctltvil marriage, 
however, remained obligatory in 
Prussia. :

DRAFT CONSTITUTIONAL, 


Georgia Jurist Disposes_ of 
Claim That Thirteenth Amend- 
ment Is Violated. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Judze 
Speer’s decision in Geargia yesterday 
in the first case brcught to test the 
selective draft law, has been made 
public by the Department of Justice. 
Any question as to the act’s constitu- 
tionality, officials believe, is definitely 
disposed of by a Supreme Court ie- 
cision cited by the Georgia Judge. 


It was in the case of the United 
States versus Tarble, and the Court 
said: 


‘Among the powers assigned to 
the national Government is the power 
to raise and support armies. Its con- 
trol over the subject is plenary and 
exclusive. It can determine without 
questions from any state authority 
how the army shall be raised, wheth- 
er by voluntary enlistment or forced 
draft, the age at which the soldiers 
shall be received and the period for 
whicn they shall be tdken; the com- 
pensation he shall be allowed and 
the service to which he shall be as- 
signed.”’ 

Judge Speer held that soldiers 
were not slaves and that therefore 
the contention that the law was in 
contravention of the thirteenth con- 
stitutional amendment against invol- 
untary servitude was empty. A plea 
that the act violated rights guaran- 
teed by the common law he held 
worthless because the common /Jiw 
cannot prevail against an act of Con- 
gress. 

As to a contention that in drafting 
state troops into the Federal service 
the constitutional limitation upon the 
use of the militia had been violated, 
the Court held that enlisting of citi- 
zens in state troops could not deprive 
pthe Federal Government of its right 
to summon every citizen to the col- 
ors. 


Watson's Negro ‘Citent Is Held for

Federal District Judge Speer held 
the selective draft law constitutional 
in a decision here today in the case 
of Albert Jones, a negro represented 
by Thomas E. Watson.

FIRST STATE SUARDS 
ORDERED 10 FORT SILL 


Kansas City Engineers and a 
Company in Each Regiment 
at Nevada, Mo., Will Entrain. 


NEVADA, Mo., Aug. 21.—The 
first of the national guard troops. 
have been ordered to proceed to Fort 
Sill, Ok., the concentration and 
training camp of the Missouri and 
Kansas militia division, to prepare 
for the reception and accommoda- 
tion of the other units. 2 

The force ordered to move out 
will be made up of the First Bat- 
talion of Engineers from Kansas 
City and one company from each of 
the infantry regiments to be desig- 
nated by regimental commanders.

Meantime, movement of the re- 
maining units from their home sta- 
tions to the Nevada camp is continu- 
ing. The Kennett company of the 
Sixth Jnfantry, which yas held in its 
armory after the remainin com- 
panies of the regiment had reached 
Nevada, because of smallpox at Ken- 
nett, arrived at the mobilization 
camp this morning. Ambulance 
Company No. 2, from Kansas City, 
today was ordered to entrain for Ne- 
vada and will arrive tomorrow morn- 
ing.

ST. LOUIS BUREAU 
IN CAPITAL URGED 
FOR WAR ORDERS 


Effort to Get More of Govern- 
ment Business for This City 
Proposed. 


TIMIDITY IS CONDEMNED 


Head of Wagner Company, 
Which Has Executed Big Con- 
tracts, Discusses Situation. 


St. Louis manufacturers, who are 
engaged with war orders approximat- 
ing $14,000,000, are considering the 
establishment of a bureau at Wash- 
ington to obtain war contracts to 
make munitions and supplies for the 
army and navy, and also to co-o{ er- 
ate with the Government by bring- 
ing bidders from the Mizsissippi Val- 
ley in touch with the war supplies 
departments. 

This information came to the Post- 
Dispatch from an authentic source 
and was confirmed today by W. A. 
Layman, president of the Wagner 
Electric and chairman of the St. 
Louis Advisory Committee on Pur- 
chase of army supplies. 

Layman first suggested the plan to 
the executive committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The matter 
is in the hands of Paul V. Uunn, gen- 
eral manager of the Chamber of 
Commerce, who is conferring with 
manufacturers in regard to the feasi- 
tility of the plan. 

Lack of Capacity Cited. 

Layman explained that on a re- 


that the Government was having 
great trouble inducing manufactur- 
ers to bid on some necessaries for 
the army and navy. This condition, 
Layman pointed out, is caused by 
lack of facilities in many larye plants 
for the manufacture of army supplies 
in the huge quantities demanded by 
the creation of a large army, and the 
timidity on the part of some manu- 
facturers to undertake large con- 
tracts for intensive production as a 
side issue to: their regular business. 

St. Louis ought to have more of 
this character of work and the in- 
dustries here, Layman declared, are 
fully capable of successfully mecting 
the contingency, particularly should 
they co-ordinate their resources, fa- 
cilities and systems in the interest 
of intensive production. 

He added that such a bureau in 
Washington, maintained by St. Louis 
manufacturers, and with a capable 
man in charge, would subserve the 
interests of this city when bids on 
contracts are asked for, and, inci- 
dentally, would operate as an intel- 
ligence bureau for St. Louis manufac- 
turers who should keep in close touch 
with the Government, as a patri- 
otic duty as well as a business propo- 
sition. 

Layman informed the Chamber of 
Commerce committee that such a 
bureau would help the War Depart- 
ment, as a convenience, in its prepa- 
ration for the national army; would 
be instrumental in diverting a great 
deal of new business to the Missis- 
sippi Valley and would enhance the 
prestige of this city as a great man- 
ufacturing center. 

Joint Labor Recommended. 

Where one concern could not han- 
dle a big contract alone, it could join 
with others, Layman pointed out, and 
go in for the manufacture of parts, 
which could be assembled at a cen- 
tral plant. He urged the committee 
to take action on the suggestion as 
soon as possible, declaring that other 
cities will be quick to see the advan- 
tage of such an undertaking. 

The Wagner Electric Co. recently 
completed a $12,000,000 order for 
8-inch shells for the allies, and has 
half of a $12,000,000 order for 1000 
4-inch guns, to be placed on mer- 
chantmen and transports, and a $3,- 
000,000 contract for 8-inch shells for 
the American Government. The or- 
ders were obtained by Layman. 

Guns Will Be Made Here. 

The guns will be manufactured at 
East Moline, Ill., 
pecially for this purpose, by the 
Wagner company, and the Root & 
Vandervoort Engineering Co., which 
took the other half of the order. The 
shells will be made by the Wagner 
company in St. Louis, with Curtis & 
Co. as subcontractors. 

Layman said officials of the Ord- 
nance Department are trying to in- 
duce St. Louis manufacturers to co- 
ordinate their facilities to manufac-

They introduced a nov- 
elty in the shape of 15-inch shells 
containing enormous shrapnel bul- 
lets, which burst overhead, scatter- 
ing pieces far end wide. But the 
disposition of the French troops was 
so cleverly contrived that -they suf- 
fered little. 

Verdun itself received hundreds of 
shells, which simply added to the 
destruction in the city.

SEVENTY-SIX SLACKER DUTCH SHIPS. 


The Government wili attempt to reach an un- 
derstanding with Holland for the restoration to 
the world’s ocean carrying trade of the Dutch 
vessels, said to number 76, now detained in the 
ports of this country. 
Most of them are in upper New York harbor. 
With the Dutch flag painted on their bows and 
or other Dutch port of hail in- 
scribed in huge letters on their sides, they form 
a continuous line of idle ships in the river, ex- 
tending almost from Yonkers to the Battery Park, 
most of them lying so low in the waier as ‘to in- 
dicate that they are heavily laden with food-

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THE BOLSEIVIKIS OF THE U. EB. 


Advantages assured to the United Railways un- 
der the so-called No. 1 street car ordinance are 
summarized in an advertisement published by the 
company, in which we would not expect to find 
such advantages exaggerated. The points men- 
tioned in their advertisement are in the follow- 
ing summary with our comment: 


Remission of the mill tax in the future. 

Right to take from the company earnings 
enough to pay 6 per cent on a valuation of 
$60,000,000. The present market value of all 
company securities is millions less than that 
sum and many of the securities draw much 
less than 6 per cent. 

Right to add to this $60,000,000 the cost of 
future betterments. Under a like stipulation 
in a similar profit-sharing arrangement, Chi- 
cago, starting with a valuation less by $10,- 
000,000 than this, has been compelled in a few 
years to recognize new interest-bearing 
values until the total is now more than $110,- 
000,000. 

City is compelled to assume a joint respon- 
sibility with the company for the operation 
of the lines. 

This sum of $66,000,000 is fixed as the 
price the city must pay if it ever exercises its 
authority under the charter to buy the lines. 

A long-term franchise of 50 years is con- 
ferred on the company in specific terms. 

Analysis, however, shows that it is prac- 
tically a perpetual franchise. At the end of 
50 years the city is powerless to confer these 
rights in the streets on any other company 
unless such company is willing to Pay the 
United Railways $60,000,000 for the proper- 


ties, plus values added since the present. This 

arrangement has none of the advantages to 
the public of an indeterminate franchise and 
all of its possibilities of disadvantage. 


The company is given the right to run 


freight cars through St. Louis streets and to 


bulld switch linea from its street tracks into 
factories and other cOncerns. In other cities 


such a right has been estimated to be worth 


a huge sum.

Incredible as it may seem there 
are well authenticated instances of 
gold having been beaten down ty 
more than the three hundred thou- 
sandth part of an inch in thickness 
or thinness. 
Ordinary printing paper is some- 
thing more than 1000 times thicker 
than the gold leaf than can be made 
in England today. For commercial 
purposes the leaf must, of course, 
have just a little more substance 
about it than that, but it is a striking 
and impressive fact that only about 
five grain weight of gold is required 
to make up the books that are in or- 
dinary use today by gilders, each of

the 25 leaves in that book being 
usually three and one-quarter inches 
square. 

To give a more homely illustra- 
tion, the goldbeater could take 2 
“button” of gold of the same size 
and weight as a sovereign—roughly, 
one-quarter of an ounce—and make 
about 25 of those books on gold leaf 
out of it, or about 12,000 times its 
own size! 

The first process is to beat the 
gold in a “shoder,’”” which consists 
of pieces of specially prepared skin, 
with which the metal is interleaved. 
Though the hammer used is 1% 
pounds in weight, the elasticity of 
the skin causes a rebound which con- 
siderably reduces the exertion of 
lifting. 

The “shoder”’ during the beating 
process looks rather like a pack of 
cards, only a little larger, and the 
‘“eutch” into which the pieces of 
gold already thinned out to several 
times their original size, has much 
the same appearance. At this stage, 
however, much finer skins are used 
—so fine that the 700 or so of which 
the ‘‘cutch” is composed makes a 
thickress of less than one inch. 
After some hours more of beating, 
the gold leaf is again cut, and put 
between yet another book, or pack 
of skins, known as a “mold.” 

“The “mold” is beaten on for 
about four hours with hammers of 
varying weights and sizes, accordinre 
to the stage of the beatings. 

Goidbeating is a most fascinating 
craft to watch, and it is especialy 
interesting when the workmen ar- 
rives at the last stage—the transfer- 
ring of the incredibly thin leaves 072 
rich, yellow metal from the mold 
to the books bought by the gilders. 
This is done with a very fine pair of 
clips, or pinchers, made of the light- 
est wood. The leaf is deftly laid on 
a cushion of soft leather, and then 
delicately cut to the size of the book, 
with a simple-looking instrument of 
wood with sharpened sideg, known as 
a “wagon.” The edges of gold lear 
left over are, of course, most care- 
fully preserved by the workmen.
